Robert Drewrie being appꝛehended by 
his matelties Meſlengers at the white Fri- 
ers, + afterward bꝛought bekoze the right 
reuered Father in God, the Lozd Bilhopof 
London: declared hinſelfe there, as Garnet 
his Maiſter had done befoze, Mulcorum no- 
minum, to be a man of many names, but vet 
no one ofthembeing good. Foz as no leſſe 
then fire ſeuerall names would ſerue Gar- 
nets turne, ſo this man had thꝛee to ſhadow 
him by, (Viz: ) Drewric, Browac, and Ham- 
den, but Drewry was the laſt in his ovne 
deliuering, and appearing to bee his true 
name indeede. . 


Dis aunſwers were equtuocall, 
and very confuſed, denying his Pꝛieſt⸗ 
hood, andſeeming ſo cunning, as it no hold 
were to be taken of him. But he being vet⸗ 
terknownto the ſtate then himſelfe imagi⸗ 
ned, and his many dangerous practiſes ſut- 
fictently diſcouered and ccanned: after ſuch 
pztuate examinations as were thought 
conuentent, time wag appointed fo2 —

On Fridap, being the 20, day of February, 
An the fozenoone, my Loꝛd Mayoz, Pailtey 
 Recozder,andother of his Maieſties Juſti⸗ 
ces of the peace, fitting at the © 8 
houſe in the old Baily, by vertue ol his high ⸗ 
neſle commiſſon of Oyre and Terminer, fog 
Goale deliuerit, foz London, and the Coun⸗ 
ty of Middleſere ; Robert Drewric Pꝛieſt. 
and a Fryer of the Benedictine D2der, was 
bꝛought befoze the Bench. His Endite⸗ 
ment, accoꝛding to fozme of Lawe in that 


caſe made and pꝛouided, was spenly read 


vnto him: whereunto he pleaded not guil⸗ 
tie, but ( foꝛ his tryall) did put himteite vp- 
on God and his Country, then was a verie 
ſufficient Jurie impannelled koz him, to 
— * in effect.) thele ſpeeches were deliue⸗ 
red. 


Robert Drewric the Pziſoner ſtanding at 
the Barre, had traytozouſly, wilfully, and 


in contempt of the Statute made to _ 
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The Arraignmeat 


tontr arie, departed out of this land, wheres 
tu he Was vozne, and at Valedolid in Spayne, 
(where by Parſons meanes, a Deminary 
toꝛ Englulb Students was erected, as the 
I Wece at Rome and Rhemes) Habde bin 
uiade a ꝛieſt by the Biſbop of Leon, by au= 
thoꝛity beriued from the Pope. Sithence 
which time, he had returned back into this 
land, to reconc dle, feduce, and withdꝛaw 
his maieſties ſubiects, from their naturall 
Dutie, loue, and allegeance, to a fozratgne 
ſeruice and obedience. 


Pauing libertie graunted to ſpeake, and 
anl were toꝛ himſelte what he could, Robert 
Drewrie very ſballowly ſought to iaſinuate, 
that ik it were treaſon in him to be a Pꝛieſt, 
then it was the litze in Saint Auguſtine, S. 
Bernard, and other reuerend Fathers ot the 

Church, who receiued their Pꝛieſt⸗ hood by 

aut hozity from God, and ſo did he pzeſume 
to haue doone the like, foꝛʒ the ſaluation of 

his owne Soule, and many others beſide, 
which purpoſciy he came hether to do, acoꝛʒ⸗ 
ding to his office and function. His ſillie 
luggeſtion was pzcſently repꝛooued, that 
notwithſtanding the great difference bee⸗ 
tweene his Pꝛieſt⸗hoode, and that of the 
Fathers befoze named, yet Pꝛieſt⸗hood ſg- 
lie was not imputed to him foz Treaſon,

fo: that pofeſſion, (though neither liked noꝛ al⸗ 
lowedbyvs)hemightvſeandexerciſein the parts 
beyond the Deas, keeping himſelle there, but not 
heere within his maieſt.es Kingdome, where both 
he, and all other of hig.ranke, did very well knew, 
ct therefozecould not plead anyignozance therein, 
thatfund2y good and ſufficient lawes heeretofoꝛe 
made, had N it to be treaſon, foꝛ any ſubiect 
bozne2ts fozlabe his natiue dutie, and being made 
Pꝛieſthy auths2ity deriued from the Pope, to con 
home again into this land, and (in meere contempt 
of the King and his lawes) to reconcile, ſedute, and 
alienate loyall Subiects harts, from loue, iuſt re⸗ 
gard and dutie to their Soueraigne, and ſubiec- 
ting them in obedience to afozraigne gouernment. 
Drewriemade an{wer, he could not, neither would 
e deny, but that he came hether to exertite the ot⸗ 
ce oa Pꝛieſt, actoꝛding as he had alreadie done, 
in wipnuig of loules:but he would not admit that 
he had ſeduced any, oz in any ſozt dil waded 58 
but only foz the good ot their ſoules. Being akter⸗ 
ward vrged with his maiefties great merty, who 
had to him and all other of his coate, granted his 
gi nerall pardon, and whyhe did not (accozding to 
the Pꝛoclamation) depart the land when it was lo 
erpꝛelly tõmaunded:he made anl wer. that he wan⸗ 
ted meanes, when it was pꝛodued to him: that — | 
only did the Bing allow ſuch conuenient traſpo 
ting, but alſo enabled them with many, and there⸗ 
foze his ſtay, could not de otherwiſe, but meerely in 
trayts20us contempt of the kings laweg: whert⸗ 
to he could make no reply. ÞB Then 
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Then diuers traitoꝛous and dangerous 
Pope: were ſhewen, which had bin taken 
in his cuſtody, and whereot he would gladly 
haue acquitted himſelfe, but that they were 
manite ſtly pꝛooued to be his. One of them 
ſ.emed to bee Parſons opinion, concerning 
the oath in the late made Statute, which he 
bitterly diſalowed any Catholique to take, 
appeaꝭ ing to haue vled the Popes cenſure 
therein, where vppon the Bull oz Bzecke to 


that purpoſc ſeemeth to take effect. 


The others were allo ot traytzous na⸗ 
ture, tending to the abuſe and coꝛrupting 
of pooze ſimple ſoules, and ſtealing all duty 
# allegeance from them. There were like⸗ 
wifetwo Letters openly read, the one from 
certaine Pꝛieſtes, Pz2iſoners fonetimes in 
the Clinke, to the Arch-J21eft maiſter Black. 
well, requiring his iudgement in matters, 
when they laboured and hoped foz tollera⸗ 
tion in & ligion: The other was Maiſter 
Black wels anlwer therto, both which though.

when he had anſwered foz himteite o 
much as he could, relying ſtill vppon his 
PLieſthoo), a — — that to be the cheekeſt 
matterof his offence, though inany times

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rie paſſed vppon him, founde him guiltyof 
high Treaſon, whereupon he was ſent a⸗

Upon Sunday in the afternoone being 
the 1. of Januarv, the foꝛenamed Humphry 
Lloyd and Thomas Morris, meeting t 

in Aldertgate ſtreete, in the compante of cer⸗ 
taine other of they; friendes, went ints rhe 
halle Moone Tauerne to dꝛink, where they 
Had no plenty ot ſuch Wine, as to cauſe di⸗ 
ſtemper, oz otherwiſe (that wap) to pꝛocure 
impatience.

But it was deliuered meudence that ſome ſpcc- 
ches concerning Religion palled beetwerne them, 
wyetein Morris touched Lloyd to be a diſſembler, as 
neither hot noꝛ cold, but ik any thing at all, it was 
(indeed) beſt affected to Popery, as atterwarde it 

pla inely appeared. It happened that the lie was 

retozted between thim, which vꝛged Morris to caſt 
a cuppe ot wine in Lloyds face, and Lloyd therc= 
upon thzewe a Ro wle ot bꝛead at the head of Mor- 
ris. A further and moꝛe dangerous ſtrife had pꝛe⸗ 

C.ntly enſued, but that honeſt krends on both ſides 

beeing pꝛeſent, did ſo diſcreetely deale withthem, 

that they grew friends againe, dꝛank to one ano⸗ 

ther and no hart⸗ burning outwardly perceiued: 
till at the length, Lloyd renewing remembzance 

of the fozmer ſpeeches, a moze heauier falling out 

Had thereon hapned, but that the friendes, as be⸗ 

foʒe pat iſled them again, but yet menacing woꝛds 

paſſed from eyther, Morris thꝛeatning to bee enen 

W Lloyds bald pate, and Lloyd woulde try acquit⸗ 

tance with the others Cods⸗heade, ſo that they 

parted with tearmes okenmity. 

On the wednelday next enluing, Lloyde anda 

Gentleman in a white coloured claake, ſtanding 
talking together at Lincolns Inn gate, it hapned 

Morris and a friende ofhys with him to paſſe by: 


the friende ſaluted Lloyd, ag Lloyd did the like by 
him. And very ſoone after, th Gentleman in the 


white cloke, that had ſtoode talking with Lloyd, 
being ſent by him as it apeared, followed Morris, 
as Lloyd likewiſe, and roundinghim in the care, 


which the kriend then with Morris could not . 
| he 
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and reputation, as alſo what danger might 
otherwiſe enſue, was doubtful to be gathe⸗ 
red. Lloyd madeanſwere, that he was good 
friends withhis Lozen Morris, #1oued him

hee percetucd an alttration in the coun⸗ 


tenauce ot Morris, and the lite in Lloyd, who 
by this time was come to them, which he be= 
ing deſtrous ts remooue, as ſtanding an e⸗ 
quall triend to them both, delired them, it a⸗ 
ny thing were amiſke betweene them, to let 
himperlwade a friendly agreement, and not 


to grow into any vnciuili behauiour in the 


open ſtetet, to the wounding of their credite 


as deerly as any in England. nohtreto Aor- 


ri inſtantly replied: wilt thou neuer leaue 


thy diſſembling ! Daſt thou pzetend to leue 


me ſo deerely, and haſt euen now ſent mee a 


challenge by this man Liyd immediately 


returned him this anc were, that if he hadde 
gent him a challenge. he was come in perton 


to anſwere it, and would perfozme it, there 


02 am where cls:thus his malicious intent 
very pla nely appeared. Mhat other woꝛds 
paſſed be weent them, J know not, neither 
could they bee heard by any ſtanders by, but 
koꝛthwith they dꝛewe out both they 
vons, notwithſtandiug all intreaty top con⸗ 
trary: And indeede Leyd did dzawe to ſoon, 
to expꝛetle his bloody and vnquencheable 
malice,fo2 he ſoon gaue to erri his deaths 
wound: whereupon he fell downe pyetently.

And to witneſle the moze his cruell and 
bloodie hatred, hee ſtrake twice oz thꝛite at 


him when he was downe, cutting him oner 


the head, and otherwoiſe wounding him, yet 
he pleaded, that hee did all this, but in hys 
owne defence. | 4. 

All this which hath bin bꝛeetelie repoꝛted 
being much moze circumſtantially deliue⸗ 
red in euidence, and vy oath appꝛoued to his 
face: he ſought to extenuate his offence vy 
verie ſbalow ſpeeches, vtterly impertinent. 
and moſt againſt himſelfe, in due confidera=- 


on ok his friuolous allegations; Foz he had 
vin a man of moꝛe dangerous quality, then 


was conceined in his pꝛelent tryall, hauing 
taſted the Kings moſt gracious mercy, and 
had beene bozne withall beyond his deler⸗ 
utng. 

Tt was alſo told him, how karre hee had 
waded in VVatſons treafon,and was alſo a 
partaker in the Gunne⸗ powder plotte, ſen⸗ 
ding ſhot and powder alſo to them in wales, 


in all which, the mercie ol his Maieſty had 


looked moze mildly vpon him, then himſelf 
coulde deſire, 02 anywaydeſerue. But the 
Juſtice ot heauen very manifeſtly appeared, 


the deteſted guilt oftreaſon, muſt now in a 
wilkul and malicious act of blood and mur⸗ 


der, declare it ſelfe to the whole woulde, — 
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the vpꝛight cenſure of Lawe, this way de⸗ 
pꝛiue hun of life, that had kelte mercy befoze 
in a heauier offence. Heer is alſo to be noted, 
that as the quarel firſt hapned on talkofpo= 
piſb Religion, ſo now Lloyd diſtouerg him in 
kis tolou: — thogh it was told him, t — 
he had very conſtdently deliuered h! to 
be otherwiſe, and which himtelke was not 
able to denye: vet nowe Drewrie the Pꝛieſte 
(after his tudgement) paſſing away by him 
in the Docket, gaue him a publicke noted 
abſolution with his hand croſſing him, and 
viing ſome cloſe ſpeeches, whereupon, chin⸗ 

king this ſulkictent to waſh oft his ſtayne of 
Murder: he fozthwith openly conkeſt, that 
he is a Catholique, o he had bin alwapeg, 
and ſo hee woulde die, as ik that very name 
ſþould giue fame to his foule fact, t whers 
he dieds a murderer, his owne ydle ſuppoſt= 
tion of Popithe abſolution ſhoulde make 
him now to die in the cafe ofa Marys, and 
foz his conſcience, 
When he was dzawne in the Larte(with: 
o_ toward execution, and all the Cartæ 
beetng ſtayed befoze Saint Sepulchers 

Church, wherethe no hꝛiſtian ankchaz 
ritable deed of Maſter Doouc, at euery:ſuch- 
time is wozthily perfozmed, to moue pꝛay⸗ 
er and in mens hart, toꝛ ſuch ſa

Lloyd ſtopte his eares, not willing to heare 
any thing, but if any Romaine Catholicks 
wire neere, he defired ſuch to pzayfoz him. 
And ſo at Tyboꝛne he did in like manner, 
cailing to Remaine Catholickes to pꝛaye 
with him and foz him, but no other pꝛayers 
would he accept of. But the Lawe hauing 
cenſured him, and Juſtice likewiſe beeing 
paſt vppon hun: what elle remaines to bee 
thought o2 ſaid ot him, let it beſo charitably 
as ſuch a caſerequireth, and as becommeth 
all honeſt Chꝛiſtiaus. Euermoze remem⸗ 
bꝛing, that fleſb a blood is cubiect to frailty, 
and he that boaſteth moſt of ſtrength, mays 
ſooneſt fall and be deceiued: therekoꝛe let vs 
eaſure other mens inficmitics, by a conſi⸗ 
derate care of what our owne may be, and 
committing all to him that is the onely iudg 
_ ofal, deſire his heauenly help and aſſiſtance 
teuer to ſuſter vs ta be led into the like tem⸗ 
tations, Let vs now: remember where we 
lekte befoze, and returne to the matter con⸗ 
cerning the Pꝛicſt. 

In this time of reſpit fince his condem⸗ 
nation, bethinbing Hanſclfe, (belike) ok his 
pꝛelept dangerous condition: he ſolicited 
fund2ygreat Perlong by his Letters, ta⸗ 
treating all poſſible fauour to bee allowed 
him. Among the reſt, he woꝛote to Sir Henry 
Montague, Necozder of London, requiring 

to 
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tolaucſcmepriuateſpeech with him. The 
Gentleman being of a milde and mercifull 
inclination, willing to do good to any, but 
much m:2etoon: at the point of ſuch perill: 
vpon Monday mo2ning, ſent foz Drewric 
downe into the Seſſions houſe garden to 
him, where vrging to know, what fauour 
he requeſted,andalleaging the kings great 
and gratious mercy to any that expꝛeſled 
themlelues to be his louing Dubiects, and 
would take the oath of duty and obedience 
to him: Drewrie made voluntary tender of 
binſelfe, that he would take the oath, ac⸗ 
knowledging the greatnes of his maieſties 
mercy, and humbly required, that the like 
grace might bee affoozded to his Bzother 
VVilliam Dauies the other. Pztef, that was 
cõdemned with hun. Matſter Recozder con⸗ 
ceived very well of this his tubnuſſion, and 
muas in his minde peztwaded, that ik he had 
put him to the oath pꝛelently, without an 
refuſall he would haue taken it. But he (as 
an vpꝛight Juſticer) very wiſely conlide⸗ 
ring, that h.s fact being openly knowne, 
and the people acquainted with His dange= 
tons practiſes, his publibe ſubmiſſion and 
taking the oath. would the better witnelle 
His obedtence and ſubnnfltcn , and pꝛoue 
much moꝛe pleaſing then any thing done in 
private, deferred it till 2 time of moze con⸗ 


uent- 
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ueniency, ſo Drcwric departed bppe to his 
Chamber againe, being vſed with all kind 
and gentle reſpect.

ty: it now rematnedto heare what he could 
ſay foz himſcife, why iudgement of death 
ſhould not be pronounced againſt hin. 


He replyed as he had done befoze, that he 
tooke himtelfe not to be conuictedof Trea= 
ſon, but onely fox his Pꝛieſt⸗hoode, which 
if the Law made treaſon, hee had nothing 
ts ſay, but appealed to the Kinges grace 
and mercy, 


Heereupon his voluntarie offer, to take 
Dathon the Monday befoze wag rehear⸗ 
led to him. And it was further tolde him, 
that now it was apparantly perceiued how 
cslloꝛably hee cloaked his pꝛiuate and per= 
nicious dealing, ant wering by equiuocati⸗ 
on, and ſetting downe one thing vnder his 
owne hand, then afterward dy= 
rectly againſt the lame. Foz pꝛoote where⸗ 
of his owne Letter wꝛitten ſithenee the time 
of his condemnation, to a Perſon of great 
honor was there read, and as much thereof 
as concerned tho pzeſent occaſion then in 
hand, was the moze inſiſted vppon. Wher⸗ 
in (if my memoꝛp faile me not / it appeared, 
that he had bin requyred, to ſet downe his 
cenſure ⁊ opinion accozding as himtilte did 
beftgatherand W 
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e Dath of legalty and alegiante mentio⸗ 
ned in the late tatute: whereunto(as Jre⸗ 
member) his aul were was thus: J treelye 
conteſtle, that in mp opinion) euery honeſt 
and good Catholicke, may lawkully x ſate= 
ly take it. Immediately, becauſe hee Had 


lawtulucs, aud fatety in taking, himſelte 
was willed to take the Oath⸗ which he had 
thus cenlu red: to let p workd per ceiue now 


publickly, whether his hand and hart held 
true coꝛreſpondeuce together, and whether 


he were ſs honeſt and good a CDatholick, as 


both what he and ſuch ok his p2ofeſſion in⸗ 


wardly are, foꝛ he plainly refuſed to take ß 
Dath,hauing theBooke deltuered into his 


gwne hands, and willed to take and aledge 
what exceptions he could againſt any part 
O2 particle of the Oath, his anſwere was, 
that hee did but deliuer his opinion of the 
Dath, what any good oz honeſt Latholick, 
might do, excluding himſelf out of any ſuch 
titles: neither(quoth he) can it be any waye

it. But then to meet iuſtly with luch cuning

Now plainly appeared 


aduantageable to me, being condemned ag 


admired, then moft wozthy Gentleman, ſir. 
Henry Mountague, Knight, Recozder of the

ſubtil ſlights ot ſo dangerous a perſon, and 
what hurt enſued to the ſtate by ſuch as he

I eeſſe, teſtiſie and declare in my conſeience, bee- 
fore God and the worlde; that our Soueraigne 
Lorde king ewes, is lauſull and rightful king of 
this realme, and of al other his Maieſties Domi- 
ons and Countries: And that the Pope, neither 
of himſelfe, nor by any authority of the Church 
or See of Rome, or by any other meanes, with 
anie other, hath any power or authority to depoſe 
the King, or to diſpoſe any of his Maieſties king- 
domes, or Dominions, or to authotize any for- 
raigne Prince to inuade or anoy him, or his coun- 
tries, or to diſcharge any of his ſubiects of their a- 
legiance and obedience to his Maieſty, or to giue 
licenſe or leaue to any ofthem, to beare Armes, 
raiſe tumult, or to offer violence or hurte to his 
Maieſties royall Perſon, ſlate, or gouernment, or 
to any of his Maieſties ſubiectes within his maĩe- 
ſties Dominions. | 

Alſo, I deſwearc from my hart, that notwith- 
ſun ding any declaration or ſentence of excom- 
munication, or depriuation made or graunted, or 
to be made or graunted by the Pope or his ſucceſ- 
ſors, or by anic Authority derived or pretended: 
to bee deriued from him or his See, againſte the 
ſaid king, his heires or Succeſſors, or any abſolu- 
tion ofthe ſaide ſubiects from their obedience : I 
Aillbcare faith and ttue allegiance to his Maieſtie,

his heires & ſucceſſors, and him and them wil de. 
fend to the vttei moſt of my power, againſt al con 
ſpiracies and attempts whatſoeuer, which ſhal be 
made againſt his or their perſons, their crown and 
dignity, by reaſon or colour of anie ſuch ſentence 
or declaration, or otherwiſe, and wil doe my beft 
indeuour, to diſcloſe and make knowne vnto hys 
Maieſty his heicesand ſucceſſors, al Treaſons and 
Traterous conſpiracies, which Iſhalknow ox hear 
of to be againſt him or any of them. 

And I doe further ſweare, tat I doe from my 
hart abhorre, deteſt and abiure, as impious and he. 
retical, this damnable doctrine and poſition, that 
Princes which be Excommunicated, or depriued 
by the Pope, may bee depoſed. or murdered by 
their ſubiects, or anie other whatlocuer. | 

And Ido beleeue, and in conſcience am reſol. 
ued, that neither the Pope, nor any. perſon what. 
ſoeuer, hath power to abſolue me of this Oath,or 
any parte thereof, which I acknowledge by good 
and faithful authority to be lawfully miniſtred to 
me and doe renounce all pardon: and diſpenſati. 
on to the cõtrary. And al theſe things I do plain. 
ly and ſincerely. acknowledge and ſweare, aceor- 
ding to theſe expreſſe wordes by me ſpoken, and 
accordingto the plaine and common ſence, and 
vnderſtanding to the fame words, without Equi- 
uocation, ox mentall euaſion, or ſecret reſeruati. 
on whatſocuer. And I do make this recognition 


and acknowledgement harti willingly, and tru- 
Ivy, vpon the true faith ofa Chiu, bee me 
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This Oath, which no good ſubtect wil! 
retule to take, hauing been? very audibly 
read, well neare in the perfect hearing oke⸗ 
uery one there pzeſent, hee was required to 
alleadge oꝛ inferr: againſt any part thereof 
what he could. But he inliſting vatnely, as 
he had done befoze, that hee Hao but giuen 
his opinion thereot foz others, and rekufing 
vtter ly to take it himſelfe, gaue enident and 
manifeft teſtimony, that ſuch Pꝛieſtes as 
himſelfe was, were not included in p ranke 
of honeſt 02 good Catholikes, but apparant 
Traitozs tothe King and ſtate, inſaying 
one thing, and dooing the contrary, in ma⸗ 
king an outward ſhew of duty c obedience 
bnder hand waiting, and releruing a tray⸗ 
toꝛous intentiõ in their cloſe boſlome Mher⸗ 
in the groſſe decetuing and abuſing of too 
many ouer⸗credulous ſoules (being falſely 
perſwaded of ſuch men, otherwiſe thẽ they 
are inderde / is very much to be pittied and 
lamented: foz they do but iudge by 5 exte⸗ 
rious habit offmooth ſanctitie and holines 
And not bythe cloſe ſeducing of them and 
their foules. Ucligionis the Lloake caſt 
ouer intended treaſon, and holy pꝛoteſtati⸗ 
dns hide hollow harted pꝛactiſes, moze de⸗ 
uilliſb then (in plaine meaning) can eallly 
ve doubted, and far moꝛe dangerous, then 
weake capacities are able to difcouer, ag 
'very excellently and elegantly, was there 
plainely appꝛoued. | 2155

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Another allegation alſo (as impertinent) 
did Drewrie make, in ſaying : that a French * 
Pꝛieſt, 02 a Spaniſb Pꝛieſt, comming into 
this land, to exerciſe their function at either 
of their Lozd Ambaltadozs, oz otherwiſe, 
they might in like manner be tearmed trai⸗ 
to2s: whereat all the by⸗ſtanders were euen 
ready to hille him, Knowing vcry well, and 
as it was with good diſcretion anſwered 
him, that ſuch pꝛieſts, neither were, oz could 
be reckoned ſubtects to this ſtate, noz were 
they enabled to deale in ſuch daungerous 
manner with our people, wanting our lan⸗ 
gnage, and credit in {ucha caſe to counte⸗ 
naunce them, as (by their ſlye inlinuating) 
they being boꝛne ſubtects, # credited moze 
then beſcemed, did too much pꝛeuaile by. 
Ind as freely might ſuch Ambaſſadours 
haue men of ſpiritual office about them, be⸗ 
ing of their obone country, as ours are al⸗ 
lowed the like, within rheir Maiſters Do⸗ 
mintong. So that ſtill he wold haue maꝛn⸗ 
tatned that Pꝛieſthood, and not the treche⸗ 
tous complotting and pzacttſes of Pꝛieſts, 
in his vnderſtanding, was to bee helde foz 

Treaſon. The came grace #fauoz which 
had beene befoze extended to Drewrie, in as 
ample meaſure was offered to Dauics the o⸗ 
ther ꝛieſt, and hee was demaunded whe⸗ 
ther he would take the Oath 02 no. Hee re⸗ 
plyed that he was a pooꝛze ſimple ignorant 


man, and could hardly 1 what * 
| 0 
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to bꝛelonged. Foz there were many learned 
Pius, wheſe iudgementg (in tiis cate) he 
woulb fie ſt know, then perhaps hee ntgyt 
be otherwile altered. wherein appearethj, 
one onely Romiſh rule and obſeruation, is a 
leſſon 52 direction to them all, and the Buls 
£2 Bꝛæues ofthe Pop:, are moze regarded 
and reĩpectet by them, then the natiue loy= 
alty and obedience, they owe to their King 
and Country. But mercy hath beene ouer= 
mild too long, and won no ſuch grace from, 
as iuſtly was expected, but rather hath ar⸗ 
med thein with moze boldneſlex inſolence, 
then either is fit in them to offer, oꝛ ſtandes 
with the wiledome okt lo great a ſtate to en⸗ 
dure: Foz, Nanquid colligunt de ſpinis ruas, am 
de tribulis fs? Do oMen gather Grapes of 
Thornes, or Figs of Thiſtles? 

When no further good either by teſtimonie 
of their owne ſhame, oꝛ euen Father-ltke # 
moſt kinde perſwaſtons, could be wzought 
vpon either of them: firſt a moſt graue, lear⸗ 
ned, and indicious admonition was made 
vnto them, containing bzeefely the many 
ſt ext raoꝛdinarie great graces of the kings 
Maile ſtie towarde menne ok their condi- 
tion, and howe after graunting them firſt 
hig free and generall pardon, hee neuer left 
off, but pnrſued them ſtill with all fauours 
that could bee deutſed, as not deſiring the 
death of any one, but rather to liue quietly, 


uke a godly, peacefull, and religious King 
| not 
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not enacting any new oz ſeuere Lawes a- 
gainſtſuch daungerous Perſons, but ra⸗ 
tyfieng and confirming them that he found 
at his comming, which Quecue Elizabeth (of 
cuer happy memozy) compulſiuely was cõ⸗ 
pelled and enfozced to make againſt them. 
And yet the Juſtice of thoſe Lawes, which 
had beene of ſeauen and twenty peers con⸗ 
tinuance befoze, his Maieſtie Did fozbeare 
to execute: and finding manye, whoſe 
liues lay vnder the kozkeit of the law, not 
onely did hee remitte them in grace, but 
likewiſe gaue his free pardon to all: Sen⸗ 
ding ſo manie as were in durante away at 
his own coft and charge,and publiſhing the 
line offer to all other, that wouldeexceptof 
ſo uind a beniſit: as loath to meddle with 
their blood, that were enemies to his life, 
and deſirous to win them by mercy, if they 
were not too monſtrous. Nox hath he ſen- 
tenced any Pꝛieſt with death nee his 
comming to the Crowne, but ſuch as were 
men of molt dangerous qualitie, ⁊ had their 
hands ouer deep in moſt barbarous ⁊ inhu⸗ 
maine treaſons. But when neither per lwa⸗ 
ftons, ſulferanceg-, noz P2oclamations 
will ſerue, to keepe ſuch dangerous men out 
of the land, but euen in ſpight of the King 
and his Lawes they will needs come ouer, 
and put in pꝛactite therr treacherous deuy⸗ 
les: mercy (of neceſſity) mult giue way to 
iuſtice, and pitty pzeuaileno longer, when 
graceis diſpiſed, Id « The 
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The manp and excelent parts contained 
in Maiſter Recozders learned and elegant 
- ſpeech, Jam not able to ſet downe, and 
therekoꝛe doe humbly craue fauour, foz but 
glauncing as theſe few: which thogh they 
co ne farre ſboʒt of their iuſt merrite, pet let 
my good willexcuſe al imperkections. Be⸗ 
ing come tothe very iumpe ok giuing tudge⸗ 
ment. Dcewric demanded, if (as yet)he might 
haue kauour to ſpeak, and moſt honozably) 
it was and werd that he might, foz ö kings 
mercy was neuer too late: therefoze he was 
wiiled, not to trifle the time in friuolous 
ſpeeches, but it he would yet take the Dath, 
do it, and afterward ſpeak what further he 

would, which made al the ſtanders by,cuen 
_ confounded with amazement, that Grace 
ſbould be ſo aboundantly offered vnto ſuch 
kroward and wilfull rekulers. Drewrie wold 
not yeelo to take the Oath, whereupon the 
ſentence of death was pꝛononnced againſt 
them doth. To bee conueyed thence to the 
place from whence they came, and thereto 
be laid bpon an hurddle, and ſo dꝛawne to 
the place of xecution, where they ſhoulde 
hang til they were halte deade, then to haue 
their lecrets cut off, and with their intrailes 
thꝛewne into the fire beko ze their faces, their 
heads to be ſeuerd from their bodies, which 
ſeuerally ſhould be deuided into koure quar⸗ 


ters 
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ters, and aftexward diſpoſed at his Maie⸗ 
ſties pleaſure, in meane while, the Loꝛde to 
take mercie vypon their ſoules, ndlathey 
were ſent backe ts pꝛiſon againe.

NM the next mozning, 
A being Thurſday, an 
8 hurdle being biogbt 
to 2ew-gate, Robert 
Drewrie (hoping yet 
kfoꝛ life) and not thin⸗ 

| king to die, as by the 

5 ſequcl it plainely ap⸗ 

peard haulng put on after the maner of the 
Benedictine Fryers beyond the Seas, a newe 
ſute of aparrell, being made of black ſtuffe, 
new thooes, ſtockings, and Garters, anda 
blacke new ſtuffe P2icfts gown o2 Laſſock 
being, buttond do wne befoze by Loops and 
buttons, two and two together to the verye 
koote, a new coꝛnerd cap on his heade, and 
vnder it a faire wꝛought night cap: was in 


this manner dꝛawne alonge to Tybozne, 
D Where 
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where becing by the cxecutioner pzepared 
foz death, hewas bzought vp into the cart, 
and vſing ſuch ydle ſpeeches, as he had don 
often befoze,that he dyed not foz Treaſon, 
but foz his Pꝛieſt⸗ hood, hee was wHl:d to 
deale moꝛe iuſtly, ⁊ not to abuſe the woꝛlde 
nowe at his death, in vttering that wich - 
was a manif:ft lie and vntruth. He made 
anſwcre,that in all his life time, he had not 
told a lie, and then alter a ſwoꝛt pauſe, ad⸗ 
ded, not willingly. There were certain pa⸗ 
pers ſhebon at Tyboꝛn, which had bin foũd 
absut him, of very dangirous and Traito⸗ 
tous nature. Ind amonge them allo was 
bis Benedictine faculty vnder Seale, expꝛeſ⸗ 
lng what power & authoꝛity Hee had from 
the Hope, to make men, women, and Chil⸗ 
dꝛen heere, of his oz der: what Indulgences 
and Pardons be coulde graunt them, both 
in this life, and foꝛ multitude of veares at⸗ 
ter their death, pzeſeruing them both from 
Purgatozy, # warranting their entrance 
Of the Popes keyes) into heaucn.Hee con⸗ 
= cſſed himſelfeto be a Romatne Latholick, 
«» ' andaPueeſl, anddeſired all Nemaine La- 
=_— - tholickes to pzaye with him, and foz him. 
And cften looking about him, as hopinge 
there was ſome mercyfoz him, foꝛ feare ap⸗ 
peared very plainely iu him, when he felt che 
Cart to got q vnder him, and his expe⸗ 
ctation 
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ttation to be decciucd, he caught faſt holde 
with his left hande on the val er aboue Hyg 
head, and very haroly was tn:ozced te let it 
goe, but held ſo foʒ a pꝛetty while, If this 
were not an aparant hope of life, J ref: r it 
to better Judgements then mine owne, He. 
hung til he was quite dead, and af« 
terward his body was
